She had been alone In the house, 
the front p an of which was the 
gift shop, located along the Lincoln 
highway three and a half miles 
east of here, at I: IO o’clock Saturday 
afternoon when her husband left 
for church. 
Left A Note 
Despondent for some time because 
of her health, she left a note to 
her husband saying she was sorry 
she had to take her life, but added, 
according to Doctor Crist, that “she 
said she had to do It to keep from 
going crazy" Dr. Crist said death 
probably came quickly when the 
woman Inhaled fumes. 
Born In Brooklyn, N Y,, she was 
a daughter of Mr and Mrs. Henry 
Yackel. A brother. H Rogers Yackel, 
of lo n g Island, survives as does Mr 
Hoffman. She formerly resided at 
137 O otham avenue, Elmont, L I , 
and was divorced from Harold Ol­

“Each one of us helps to set the 
whole moral tone for tho nation. We 
are horrified at the revelations of 
the use of influence in the R»con- 
struction Finance Corporation. Yet 
I we do the same thing in minor m at­ 
ters. We seem to have gotten to a 
point where we think everythin? 
must be done by influence. Instead 
of presenting the facts and letting 
the matter stand on its own merits 
“Strangely enough, I know from 
' my own experience that many per­ 
sons who seek to cain their ends by 
I influence would have fared better if

AP Photo Editor Says UN 
Forces M ay Be Pushed Back 
Again In Korea By Chinese 


“Tile Chinese are likely to push us 
back again in Korea,” William F. 
Achatz, news photo editor ot the 
Philadelphia Bureau of the Associat­ 
ed Press told the members of the 
Pennsylvania - Delaware 
Associated 
Press Radio association at a dinner 
Saturday night in the Hotel G e t t y s ­ 
burg 
Just back from Korea where he 
directed 
Associated Press photog­ 
raphers covering the war 
Achatz 
said: “The Chinese are well trained 
to fight the kind of war going on 
in Korea. Tile country itself physic­ 
ally stinks. There is tremendous dust 
The Koreans them selves are not 
particularly fond of westerns 
The 
only difference between the SoutJi- 
ern Koreans and the Northern Ko­ 
reans is the type of education they 
have received in democracy during 
the last five years. 
Need More Men 
"We are losing the war there, be­ 
cause we are losing face and lace 
is everything in the Orient. We lost 
a lot of it with the pushing around 
we got. The face loss we suffered has 
given the Communists much to talk 
about, and they have made tile most 
of it. 
"We do have a good chance to win 
but we need more trained men. Our 
men are outnumbered bv the Chi­ 


nese. Not only do the Chinese and 
North Koreans outnumber us, but 
they have done a surprisingly good 
job of supplying their troops, mostly 
at night and by man. ox and horse 
The Chines* use four types of weap­ 
ons where w e use one. which means 
they need four different 
types of 
ammunition. And they are getting 
it. One regiment may need one type 
of ammunition and another regiment 
IO miles away may need entirely d if­ 
ferent type. And the right kind gets 
to the right organization. 
Gramling Talks 
"Our American soldiers are a bit 
hasty in a lire fight. The Chinese 
are more careful, more sparing in 
their use of ammunition and make 
every shot count. So sometimes our 
troops are overrun. We run out of 
ammunition, while tile Chinese still 
have som e.” 
He praised the Marines as out­ 
standing fighters but added: "They 
have a more thorough training and 
have been placed in terrain for which 
they have been trained." He added 
that “the South Koreans are not 
basically good soldiers." Tile Turks, 
he noted, "are beautiful fighters. And 
they have distinguished themselves. 
Tile Turks are fighters out to kill

What kind of fertilizers are rec­ 
ommended in these roles? 
Most experienced orchardists con­ 
sider nitl‘of,en the major food needed 
by all fruit trees under normal soil 
conditions. Nitrate of soda Ls rec­ 
ommended. Only in exceptional cases 
is tilt use of a complete fertilizer 
warranted. Shade trees, on tile other 
hand, respond best to a complete 
fertilizer, something near a C-8-6 
mixture. 
How’ much of the respective plant 
foods are needed at these annual 
feedings? 
In general, frc-m one-half to one 
pound of nitrate of soda is applied 
around each fruit tree from one to 
three years of age, with a gradual 
increase up to 4 pounds for trees 7 
to 8 years old and as much as 6 
to 8 pounds for extremely large 
trees. The quantity of fertilizer for 
shade trees is usually computed by 
trunk size. Apply 2 4 pounds of 
6-8-6 fertilizer for each inch of 
trunk diameter at waist height. For 
example, a tree that measures IO 
inches through the trimk needs 25 
pounds of fertilizer.
